CIVIL RIGHTS BILL--SOUTHERN 
CLAIMS. 


A Bill to Make Atlanta a Port of 
Delivery. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29, 1874. 
ATLANTA A PORT OF DELIVERY. 

On Monday last Mr. Freeman introduced 
„% bill to establish Atlanta, in the State of 
Georgla, a port of delivery.“ The bill, which 
was referred to the Committee on Commerce, 
reads as follows: 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Ameri- 
ca in Congress assembled, That Atlanta, in 
the State of Georgia, be, and is hereby, con- 
stituted a port of delivery within the collec- 
tion-district of Savannah; and there shall be 
So a surveyor of customs, to reside 
at Atlanta, who shall perform similar duties 
toward and in connection with the collector 
at the port of entry as are prescribed for 
surveyors Of the ports of Pittaburg, Wheel- 
lug, Cincinnati, Louisville, Saint Louis, and 
Nashville by the act of Congress approved 
March second, eighteen hundred thirty-one, 
entitled An act allowing the duties on for- 
eign merchandlse imported into Wheeling, 
Cincinnati, Louisville, Saint Louis, Nashville, 
and Natchez to be secured and paid at those 
places. The duties of the collector at Sa- 
vannah in reference to all merchandise en- 
tered for the port of Atlanta, and to be 
shipped from Atlanta by railroad, shall be 
the same as‘those prescribed for the collector 
at Savannah in reference to merchandise 
entered by an importer or his agent there 
for the ports above mentioned in said act. 
And importations of foreign merchandise 
to Atlanta may be made through the port of 
Savannah in the same way and under like 
restrictions, penalties, and forfeitures as by 
said act they are allowed to be made to the 
places so mentioned through the port of 
Savannah.
